17 - 23 January 1980 (U) 


1. Three Information Systems Security Group repre- 
sentatives are in California during the period 20 January 
through 1 February for the purpose of conducting computer 
security surveys at various contractor sites. Another 
representative is in Albuquerque during the same period 
as the consulting Agency representative for a Department 
of Energy computer project. (U/AIUO) 


2. On 18 January, an Information Systems Security 
Group representative participated in a meeting which out- 
lined the accelerated schedule for implementing the CRAFT 
System. This Office is now reviewing and reordering 
security requirements which will be included in the CRAFT 
System. (U/AIUO) 


3. On 22 January, the Chief, Information Systems 
Security Group, met with representatives from OD§&E, 
COMSEC and an industrial contractor firm to outline the 
security requirements which must be met to permit the 
contractor to process Agency classified data in a multi- 
compartmented computer processing mode. (U/AIUO) 
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5. A representative of the Overseas Security Sup- 
port Branch continues to work in with two 
other Office representatives. The team 1s reviewing that 
Station's abilities to respond to emergency. situations 
and upgrading the residential security of Agency person- 
nel _ assigned there. The team is scheduled to travel to 
[dat the end of January where they will accom- 
plish the same type of work before returning to Head- 
quarters. (S) 
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9. On 17 January, the Industrial Hygienist visited 
to explore chemical storage needs for the 

facility. As a result of the visit, the facility is 
planning to develop routine chemical disposal processes, 
will be modifying their current chemical storage loca- 
tions and techniques and will be exploring the hazards 
of running acetylene and nitrous oxide compressed gas 
lines from the required external storage to the labora- 
tory. (U) 


10. During the reporting period, the Safety Assist- 
ant briefed component officers of the Office of Geo- 
graphic and Cartographic Research; Office of General 
Counsel; Office of Development §& Engineering; Graphics 
and Visual Aids, Office of Logistics; Office of Training; 
Office of Data Processing; Office of Technical Service; 
Office of SIGINT Operations; Office of Research § Develop- 
i Sea Intelligence Community Staff and National 
Photographic Interpretation Center on the Safety and 
Health Laws, the Executive Order 11807, HR[ and 
their duties and responsibilities under these documents. 
In two cases, the alternate safety officers were also in 
attendance at the briefings. (U)
